Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: We discussed the arguments presented in the proposed 
amendment. Scott also argued Higashiguchi taught away from the claimed flock transfer of claims 1 and 18 in that the 
reference taught applying the pattern of adhesive directly onto a substrate, which is not recited in said claims. I argued 
that claims 1 and 18 do not exclude the presence of a substrate. Additionally, the rejection is not over Higashiguchi 
alone but rather in view of Abrams. Scott also argued the distribution of adhesive in the prior art was not uniform and 
thus could not produce the presently claimed perpendicular flock or contact between the flock and adhesive. I did not 
see the correlation between non-uniform adhesive and perpendicular flock especially since the prior art teaches 
electrostatic flocking, which inherently produces substantially perpendicular flock. 

We did not come to an agreement, but I noted that I would review the case with my supervisor and call him back. 
Upon review of the case with Terrel Morris, it was agreed that applicant's arguments are insufficient to overcome the 
rejection. Specifically, applicant has argued the references individually rather than persuasively arguing the 
combination of references. It is believed that upon modifying the Higashiguchi reference with the teachings of Abrams, 
one would produce the presently claimed invention. 
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
